many In another instant eves* man any 
where near with a rifle in his hand was 
banging and blazing away as if ail bis 
prospects in this world and in the next 
depended upon the numlier of charges he 
could get rid of is a minute.

shot himself at tbe approach of a British 
soldier for there is now no doubt that he 
did shoot himself. A sold-er of the Thir- 
ty-third swears that he witnessed tbe act. 
and, what is more important, both the 
medical men on the committee appointed 
to identify the body and inquire- into the 
cause of his death declare unhesitatingly 
that the fatal wound must have been self- 
inflicted. Twice his followers stood aloo f 
from him in sullen, resentful disobedience 
when summoned to his side, snd positively 
refused. 'when he invited them as the last 
chance to flyfrom Magdala. to accompany 
him and longer share his fortune. Even 
his favorffe and most distinguished chiefs, 
tfie very men who in the end remaiued 
faithful and died with him, seem to have 
wavered strangely between their old alle- 
giance and tbeir new-horn distrust. 

Shortly afterwards Theodoras and the 
chiefs retired within Magdala. and there 
awaited the advance, of the British. As 
the bret soldiers appeared above tbe stock- 
ade, the chiefs were shot down: but Theo- 
dore. who had already dropped bis roval 
robe of silk to escape observation, lied 
from tbe gateway to a retired spot higher 
np oa the citadel, and there shot himself, 
putting the pistol into his mouth. From 
tbe plainness of bis dress tbe body was not | 
at first recognized, but as soon as it was ' 
identified, and on the approach of Sir 
Robert Napier drawn forth into the prin- 
cipal pathway, an involuntary cheer curst 
forth fyom the soldiers around Such a cheer 
over the body of a fallen foe rather jarred 
upon the nerves, but still it was natural 
and pardonable enough, for at bottqm it 
meant, not exultation over the death of 
an enemy, but delight at the sudden dis- 
covery beyond all doubt that the last ob- 
ject of a tedious campaign had been ac- 
complished, and that there was now noth- 
ing to prevent the force from turning its 
face in triumph home. Theodorus’sescape 
was dreaded up to the latest moment as 
tbe possible source of further detention in 
Abyssinia, and the soldiers wonld have 
been more than human if they had re- 
pressed the first outburst of joy a* discov- 
ering that from this dreaded evil they were 
now safe. 

Theodoras body was found, not near 
those of his chiefs in the gateway, but 
alone on the hill above. After sending 
you a telegram to say that he had killed 
himself I beard that tbe Commander-in- 
Chief had telegraphed home that he was 
killed in battle, and this now seems to be 
the belief of those who are perhaps likely 
to know best. His face seemed to me 
tatber a disappointing one after all that 
has been said about it, but then it was im- 
possible to judge properly* after death, es- 
pecially as the eye was 6aid to be, from 
its fire and expression, the most remarka- 
ble feature. There was a look of bloated, 
sensual indulgence about the cheeks by 
no means heroic or kingly, bnt the fore- 
head was intellectual and the month sin- 
gularly determined and cruel. A very 
strange smile still lingered about the lips, 
as if even in the death throe his last 
thought had been one of triumph at hav- 
ing baulked bis conquerors by dying a 
king.

O'.dkvsbcrg, N. Y., May 29. 

The preparations by the Fenians for 
the coming raid on Canada are steadily 
going on in this section of the State of 
New York. The meetings of the Brother- 
hood in this place are pretty frequent, and 
it is believed that a large section of the 
country is under tbe management of the 
circle here. It is well kmmrn, and was 
announced at the time, that a considera- 
ble supply cf arms and ammunition 
reached this section last fall, and was se- 
creted neer Malone and Potsdam Junc- 
tion then. In add. tion to this there have 
l>ecc considerable arrivals lately. A car j 
load of knapsacks and ammunition ar- ' 
rn ed at Potsdam Junction last Monday. I 
which was delivered and taken towards.! 
Fort Covington, a village on the St. Law- j 
rence. A consignment of pork bas been 
made to parties th-*re, which, it is gener- 
ally believed, is for F'enian account. 
Likewise, parties have been spoken to 
w-.th reference to supplying bread, and it 
is also supposed that it was intended for 
tbeF'enians. These circumstances show 
that the movement is steadily going on. 
All this is being done without any blus- 
ter, and with more secrecy than 

usual. The newspapers here say 
nothing about it, as neither party 
just now wishes to quarrel with the 
Fenian vote. While the supplies aod am- 
munition are thus being got ready, no per- 
ceptible movement of the Fenians to a 
point between here and Rouse’s Point has 
yet commenced. The Fenians are evi- 
dently acting with more shrewdness than 
they did in 66. They probably have 
20,000 stand of arms and au ample supply 
of ammunition at present stored at poiuts 
along tbe St. Lawrence, near Fort Cov- 
ington; so that when the men move for- 
ward, as they may be expected to do 
shortly, they will find themselves in a 
much better position to act, regardless of 
the United States authorities, than in 
1866. One report here is that a lodgment 
is to be made on Canadian territory, near 
Cornwall, on the northern bank of the St. 
I.awrence, where they hope to proclaim 
the Canadian republic, unmolested by 
United States troops in the rear, aud proof 
against Canadian arms in front. There 
is no donbt such a movement, accompa- 
nied with brief success, would have .an 
effect in replenishing the Fenian treasury. 
No doubt it would amount to little more, 
as the commissary department will be tbe 
grand difficulty, and hence the question of 
huw much pork and flour have been 
stored in advance, is one of importance, 
and cannot now be solved. It is reported 
that the general government is about to 
send a regiment of regular troops to this 
place. Now it is well known that the 
United States troops are mostly Irish 
Catholics — a majority of whom would tire 
blank cartridge soontr than wound any 
of the Fenian brigade. In fact, during 
the last raid, troops Hear this place when 
ordered to load upon a certain occasion 
where resistance was made by Fenians, 
omitted to load with balL On the occa- 
sion of the last raid, what proved of most 
importance wgs the “President's procla- 
mation. Of course supplies were stopped 
likewise, and to do this troops were re- 
quired The Government of the Foiled 
Mates must be aware of the Fenian 
preparation A proclamation from the 
President now, with a movement of troops 
to the frontier, would nip the thing corn 
pietely But that need not be expected: It 
is fully believed here that when the Feni- 
ans begin to advance in considerable num- 
bers, the United Skates will then take ac- 
tin as in l v '-6. There ^s not the least 
excitement here on the subject. It i 
hardly spoken of, although it is admitted 
by all ihat there will be a raid. The ar 
rival of military stores at Prescott yes 
terday is well known here — a quantity of 
rents and other supplies were sent to Fort 
W ellington. 'The fact that movements in 
Preseott are so well known here attaches 
greater credibility to reports of arms aud 
stores having been shipped to the border 
of tee St. Lawrence, as both are treated 
simply as matters of fact- There were 
reports that General O'Neil was to march 
here to-night, but hr- has not done so. It 
ig said he is engaged in try ing to restore 
nsrmory between tbe two factions into 
which the order is split, and for that pur 
pose bas returned to Syracuse.

The barber shop at No. 313 Second, be- 
tveeu Monroe and Union streets, was tbe 
scene of a shocking 'affair aboui four 
o’clock yesterday afternoon, in which the 
parties involved were wounded, and a ne- 
gro bystander accidentally killed. 

Mr. E. A. Edmonds*n and Mr. John 
Wright reside several miles from the city, 
and are neighbors. Wright was having 
his hair cut in the barber shop when Ed- 
monson entered and asked the barber if 
be would cut his hair and take some ap- 
ples in payment. Wright, who was sitting 
in tbe chair, remarked that be would pay 
for Edmondson. Upon this EJmoudson 
somewhat angrily retorted that Wright 
was his enemy, and he wanted nothing to 
do with him. He theu walked out of the 
shop. 

In a few moments he returned, boldiu^ 
in his hand an opened “barlow knife. 
He advanced toward Wright, who sudden- 
ly drew a pistol from his belt, leveled it 
at Edmondson and fired. The ball passed 
through the fleshy portion of Edmond- 
son's arm and lodged in the skull of a 
negro boy named Allen Davis, who was 
peering in at the door from the pavement, 
striking the poor fellow on tbe forehead 
and ranging downward. He staggered 
back to the curbing snd fell dead without 
a groan. 

As soon as tbe shot was fired. Edmond 
son fiercely sprang at Wright, seizing him 
with one band, while with the other he 
commenced stabbing him in tbe side aud 
back, cutting several frightful gashes, 
which may prove serious. Wright be- 
came quite faint from the loss of blood, 
and was unable to discharge his weapon 
again. 

Tbe report of the pistol brought a large 
crowd to the spot, among them policemen, 
who arrested snd committed both Ed- 
mondson and \\ right to the Second Dis- 
trict Station-house. A Coroner s jury was 
summoned, by 4rhom aa inquest on the re- 
mains of Davis was held, developing the 
<ac*s already mentioned. The body lay 
strelchtd on the pavement, with blood 
oozing from the ghastly wound, until 
nearly six o'clock, when Colonel Beau- 
mont arrived and had it removed.

The effort to introduce the art of print- 
ing into our penitentiaries has proven so 
complete a failure that it is not likely to 
be renewed for many years to come. . 

On examination into the “facts 
brought forward in support of the effort, 
it was found that of the fifty so-called 
priulers in the State, but three were fa- 
miliar with the trade, -lhe rest were news- 
boys, blacksmiths, pressmen, etc, who 
claimed to be printers, and who wero very 
ready to be called such in hope* Cf easy 
labor in learning to pick up type. Some 
ol them, indeed, were found by the exam 
ining committee just learning to read as a 
necessary preparation forfhe new trade. 

The bill which was passed at Albany 
cot only annulled all 'existing contracts 
made in the name of the State, but provi- 
ded that no satisfaction should be given 
for exjenditures already made ou the 
strength of such contracts. 

It is unfortunate that any department 
of popular industry should find a com- 
pel!’ or iu the State. It is wrong for the 
Government to p-rmit those with whom it 
deals u> underbid the labor of bunest men 
by using that of criminals in bondage. 
It seemed particularly unjust to us to 
subject the compositors' trade to such 
unfair competition. This was because 
we were prejudiced, perhaps, in favor of 
a very important branch of journalism. 
It has been proven, however, that the 
printers have nothing to fear. So long 
ns they are so very slim ly represented in 
tbe prisons as at present, no disagreeabW 
competition can possibly come from that 
direction.

No 
immediate cause for the rash act was ad- 
duced at the Coroner's investigation yes- 
terday, but indirect testimony from his 
own tamilydnd friends give good grounds 
for the supposition that the act wa3 com- 
mitted dining a momentary aberration of 
the mind, superinduced by religious ex- 
citement. The deceased was a fervent 
Cu'.bolic, and very much addicted to the 
reading of religious works bearing on the 
philosophy of hi9 religious professions. It 
is said that the final salvation of his soul 
had been the absorbing theme of his 
thoughts for years past, and, while he 
lived tbe life of an upright, conscientious 
mat), be yet feared and stood in dread of 
the unknown future. Oppressed by fears 
and an indefinable terror he attempted to 
nd himself of life a few weeks since, but 
the rashdewign became known in time to 
be frustrate. .Since then he had been 
very much bowed down, and during last 
Sunday he appeared in a state of the 
greatest melancholy. In the evening, to- 
wards nine o’clock, he took up a l»r-e 
shot-knife, and, after sharpening it to tSe 
finest edge, quietly entered the family 
r*b-room and cut his throat from ear to 
ear. The jury returned a verdict of '‘sui- 
cide during momentary aberration of the 
mind."

Washington. May 30. 
Some thirty-seven years ago the nation- 
al government held in trK* lor the Chero- 
kee Indians the sum of $300,000 in gold, 
and having use ?or about that sum appro- 
priated it, giving the Cherokees instead a 
deed to eight hundred thousand acres of 
lend in what is now Southern Kansas. 
This tract of land was never occupied by 
the Cherokees, but was held in trust for 
them by tbe national government, sup- 
posing that the rise in value would fully 
equal the interest on the sum paid-. Mean- 
while it was taken possession of and im- 
proved by settlers, who, finding it vacant* 
supposed they coxld acquire titles to it 
uuder the pre-emption or homestead law. 

It was estimated that 50,000 3ettlers occu- 
py d that portion of Kansas a year ago, 
and the number has been rapidiy increas- 
ing since. 

In 1866 the Cherokees applied to Secre- 
tary of the Interior Harlan for permis-' 
sioi. to sell the land in question, offering 
it first to the Government for $800,000 
currency, or $200,000 less than first cost 
if you take the interest and depreciation 
of currency into consideration. It could 
readily have been resold to tbe settlers 
occupying it in tracts of ICO acres each, 
at the rate of $1 25 per acre, or $1,000,000 
for the whole, thus repaying the Govern- 
ment for c^itlay, expenses of surveying, 
Ac. 

An arrangement of treaty was finally 
made by which the Secretary of the In 
terior was to have the land appraised by 
a commission and sold to the settlers at 
its appraised value, or he might sell it in 
a body for a sum not less than $800,000 
cash. 

As the land was considered by good 
juiges to be worth from $1,500,000 to $3,- 
000 000, Mr. Secretary did not let much 
gross grow under his feet before selling it 
to the American Emigrant Company of 
Connecticut, of which Mr. John Williams 
tbe author of tbe National Bank system, 
was general agent, for $25,000 cash down, 
and $775,000 on long credit. 

The sale was pronounced by the Attor- 
ney General illegal and void, antj Mr. 
Browning, after taking control of the de- 
paitment, resold the land to one Mr. Joy, 
of Detroit, whose right to it was at once 
contested by the Emigrant Company. 
Having, however, reconciled their differ- 
ences, both contestants are now putting 
forth every effort to get the Senate to le- 
galize tbe first sale. 

'Ibis tract of land is nearly equal to a 
principality. Towns have grown up with 
iu its boundaries, and much of it is now 
improved farms worth $50 per acre. If 
these sharpers get a title to the land the 
settlers, or a large portion of them, will be 
at their m^-rcy, obliged to pay whatever 
avaricious speculators may dcuuud, or 
lea.le their homesteads. 

It is not likely tbft* these heartless lob- 
byists will demand of iLe:r victims less 
than *10 per acre on an average, which 
will brieg the enormous sum of $8,000, - 
tOO — being a profit of $7,200,000 .on an 
investment of *800,000. This land hav- 
ing been placed in the hfiads of the 
prnmeut in trust for sale, it was the ini 
perative duty of the Secretary of the In 
terior to have offered it first to the settlers 
whose toil bad enriched it. If they re- 
fused to buy the sharpers might then have 
had a chance. Such a straightforward, 
honest course, however, yould have left 
no chance for the lobby go betweeners to 
make $7,200,000. 

One very peculiar feature of the trans- 
action ia that it is all fixed up in secret 
se.sion of the Senate, the House having 
no knowledge of the matter at any stage 
af the proceeding.

Terms — S>o much cash as would pay the 
debt and interest due (he complainants 
wad the costs, and the balance in one aud 
two years. 

In consequence of the unsettled condi- 
tion of affairs the sale was indefinitely' 
postponed. 

After the war the Legislature passed an 
act requiring that all decrees for sale in 
foreclosures of mortgages should he re- 
bewed before sale could take place. Ac- 
lordi ugly the decree was renewed by an 
prder granted by Chancellor Lesesne and 
the Master proceeded to advertise tbe 
pioperty according to law. 

An order was then served by the milita- 
ry upon tbe Master requiring him to post- 
pone the sale until an investigation ol 
certain complaints could be made. 

Tbe defendant made au objection <t>e- 
fore lhe military that the terms of tbe 
sale were unusual and oppressive aud 
begged that the decree be set aside. 

The Master reported on this that the 
terms of the sale were usual at the time 
the order was made, and that the present 
decree was merely a renewal of that order 
under the laws of the State. 

The matter was referred to Judge Ad 
vocate benuis who gave an c^iinion on 
the subject — 1st, That the sale was iu vio- 
lation ot Order 164, amendatory of Order 
No It), because it was a suit for the bond 
and not for the interest. The words ot 
tbe said order as follows: “Tbe sale of 
real or personal property by foreclosure 
of mortgage is likewise suspended in ilie 
cases embraced in paragraphs 2 and 3 of 
said Order No "H), as above amended, ex- 
cept iu cases where interest money accru- 
ing subsequent to the 29th day of April, 
!s65, shall not have been paid before the 
day of sale, and all previous restrictions 
on such sales are revoked. ' 2dly, Because 
*.h6 decree In the case was rendered by a 
court in a rebel country in hostility to the 
United States. 

The effect of this latter ruling if estab- 
lished will be to unsettle all tftles to prop- 
erty acquired through the courts during 
the war, aud thus give rise to endless 
litigation and wide spread ruin.

You arc aware that Russia keeps up at 
Pekin a religious mission, which dates 
from the seventeenth century, and its 
origin is curious.

They were taken to the 
csjutal, and hy the orders of the Emperor 
were there retained as hostages. A cor- 
ner of the city was alloted to them, and 
also wives, houses and means of subsis- 
tence. The Russian government claimed 
to be allowed to provide them with a 
pticst ot thoir church, which was granted; 
aud such is the origin of this onssiou. 
Gradually it became enlarged. The one 
clergy man ascended to the position ol'an 
archimandrite and hid other priests uu- 
der his direction; subsequently, he was 
pci uiitted to bring a tew laymen to learn 
tbe Chinese language and an astronomer 
to make calculations as to tbe movements 
ot tbe heavenly bodies; a doctor to take 
care of the health of the little colony, 
more Cossacks to protect it, and, finally, 
several wagon loads ol goods from iihiakta 
to supply its wants, which the Chinese 
purveyors could not provide for. And so 
■ t continued until the arrival of General 
Ignatiefi in foot). He was the first envoy 
ot the Czar to China, and did some service 
to the l rench iu their remarkable expedi- 
tion. Since that time the diplomatic has 
been sepaiated from the religious mis- 
sion. .

Jie it therefore enacted by the Queen's 
most excellent Majesty, by and with the 
advice and content of the Lords spiritual 
at.d temporal, and Commons, iu this 
present Parliament assembled, and jy the 
ffmbority of the same, as follows: 

1. Iu case of the vacancy of any arch- 
ishopric or bishopric, or of any ecclesi- 
astical dignity or benefice in Ireland in 
'be gift of Her M:ijesty, or to which all 
archbishops, bishops, or other ecclesi- 
urtical corporate'! as such, or any trus- 
tee or trustees acting in a public capacity, 
ere or shall be entitled to present or 
appoint, it shall not be lawful to appoint 
aiij- person to succeed to such arch- 
uishopric, bishopric, dignity or benefice, 
and upon the happening of such vacaucy, 
the management and receipt of the rents 
and profits, all the lands, titles, and other 
lUiolumenu appertaining to such arch- 
bishopric, bishopric, dignity or benefice 
Aiall be transferred to aud vested in the 
Ecclesiastical Commissioners for Ireland, 
ubject to ai! charges legally affecting tfit 
- Hue, and the said Commissioners shall 
have power to grant renewals and do all 
uiher acts which may be necessary for 
lie due and proper management thereof, 
iud shall cause the same and the pro- 
i*i eds thereof to be kept distinct from all

vacancy, shall be the guardian of the spir- 
itualities of such archbishopric or bishop- 
ric: and in case of the vacancy of any 
benefice with cure of souls, all the powers 
and authorities granted by the llfith sec- 
'ion of ttfe said act for supplying the spir- 
itual wants of suspended benefices shall 
apply and be exercised in respect of such 
vacant benefice by The same persons 
and in the same manner as there- 
in directed-, provided that in regulat- 
ing the salary of the officiating minister 
regard shall be bad to the nature and ex- 
lent of the duties to be discharged. 

3. It shall not be lawful for the Ecclesi- 
astical Commissioners for Ireland to make 
any new grant for the building, rebuild- 
ing, or enlarging of any church or chapel, 
or for the buildiug of any globe house, or 
he augmentation of any benefice, or the 
maintenance of any minister, or the pur- 
chase of any house, land, or the rent 
c barge.

Immediately after the re- 
ceipt ot this information a day will be 
appointed for a meeting of the Geuerai 
Assembly, to take action upon

False Pretences.

In tbe New York 7Vi'fiwii< of the 1st 
inst., we fiud this account of a swindle 
perpetrated upon a gentleman from this 
city “At the Jefferson Market police court, 
before Justice Dodge, yesterday. Henry 
Charles Deeds, a resident of Louisville, 
Ky., entered a complaint against Henry 
King of this city, whom he accuses of 
having obtained $1,200 on false pretences. 
It appears tbat about the 3J of March last, 
while at Louisville, Ky., the complainant 
sent $1,200 to Messrs. King >V Sons, bank- 
ers, ot this city, on the recommendation 
of Messis. Drummond A Co., bankers, of 
London, of which firm Messrs. King A 
Sons were the correspondents. Subse- 
quently Deeds sent a letter from Louis- 
ville to King A Co., iuclosing a draft for 
$1,200, and saying that as be understood 
them to be tbe correspondents of bis bank- 
ers in London, and bad also transacted 
business on their own account with Messrs. 
Thomas Bardie <k Co., of Philadelphia, 
he wished to open an account with 
them. This letter was delivered through 
tbe mail to Henry King, who at that time 
was doing business as a real estate broker 
at No. 157 Broadway, and wbo was not a 
correspondent of Messrs. Drummond A 
Co., of Londou, and bad never transacted 
business for Deeds. On tbe 7th of March, 
King wrote to Deeds acknowledging the 
receipt oi the letter and draft, and telling 
bun that he could draw on the firm at any 
time. Deeds thereupon drew on King A 
Co , whose office was then at No. 1S7 
Broadway, for $240 70 in gold au(f$500 
in currency. On the 14th of April, while 
in Mobile, Deeds learned that these drafts 
had been protested, upon w-hich he imme- 
diately wrote to King for an explanation, 
and received a reply dated the 2bth of 
April, and signed by King A Co., apolo- 
gizing for the mistake of not paying the 
draft when presented, adding that the 
clerk who had committed the blunder hgd 
txen dismissed and that the drafts had 
uuw been paid. Still supposing that he 
was dealing with Messrs. King A Son the 
complainant remained satisfied, until he re- 
ceived the intelligence that th ■ drafts were 
all still UDpaid and protested, and about 
(be same time received a letter signed 
Henry King' and dated “May 4, No. 
1,188 Broadway’’, which stated that be 
bad sold out bis interest in the firm of 
King A Co., and requested delay io the 
acceptance of the drafts. Complainant 
ut once suspected something wrong, 
wrote to his triends iu New York, and as- 
certained that Henry King ia the princi- 
pal man in the so-called firm of 'King A 
Co.;' that its place of business bas been 
successively at No. 167 Broadway, Twen- 
third street and Broadway, at the corner 
ul Thirty fifth street and Broadway. The 
names of tbe other members of tbe firm 
he could not ascertain. Complainant 
therefore avers that that Henry King, by 
lus assumption of being tbe correspond- 
ent of Messrs. Drummond A Co., of Lon- 
don, bas defrauded him out of the above- 
mentioned sum of 11,200. Justice Dodge 
issued a warrant for KTng s arrest."

From . the 
footprints, if is supposed that at least 
’Tree men were engaged in this bold and 
clean-sweeping robbery. It is further 
presumed that they lugged the spoils away 
upon their backs, as there was no evi- 
dence that a vehicle had been brought iu- 
to requisition; and from this fact we in- 
fer that the headquarters of the rogues 
are not far from the scene of their burg- 
lary. Altogether it was one of tbe most 
audacious and successful house-breakings 
that has occurred in Louisville for many 
years. Our wary police, we doubt not, 
will in time detect and arrest the gang 
and restore the property to its owners.

Commerce and trade, though still inan- 
imate in very many leading branches of 
business, exhibits more activity and 
buoyancy to-day than has been displayed 
for several days. This ia -in part owtug 
to the favorable advices from Liverpool, 
received on Change to-day, noting an ac- 
tual advance of ;d on upland cottoo, 
with tbe sale of 15,000 bales. In the im- 
provement in the great staple, the 
market tor other articles is also stimula- 
ted and more active, and we incline to 
the belitl that breadstuff* and provisions 
will be enhanced, especially the former, 
before the new crops make their appear- 
ance. 

Dry Goods — All standard qualities have 
undergone a slight decline to-day, with 
the market closing somewhat firmer than 
it had been for over ten days. 

Provisions are also lower, though a 
shade firmer "to-day than yesterday, with 
a fair inquiry at the decline established, 
with but light stocks on hand; aud the 
prospects lavoran advance before harvest 
time, as the supply in the interior is lik -ly 
to fall short of the actual demand for cou- 
sutners. 

New wheat and new flour are not ex- 
pected in this region in less than sixty 
days, and not sooner than thirty days in 
Tennessee and Georgia. In the mean- 
time, tbe demand ot consumers ia likely 
to equal the supply, and prices may react 
before the season for the new crop opens. 
The prospects favor an abundant yield 
ot wtieat in all sections, aud prices next 
season are likely to rule much lower than 
the prevailing rates of the past. 

The stocks of all kinds of sound grain 
are light all over the country, with some 
shipping demand for corn for the South- 
ern market as well as for European, and a 
steady though limited demand for pur- 
poses of distillatiou. The reduction of 
the whisky tax would materially stimu- 
late the d> maud for corn and small grain, 
as it would at once put distillers at work 
to manufacture either highwines or the 
pure copper distilled whisky. A reduc- 
tion of the whisky tax to 50c or even 75c 
per proof gallon, would at once increase 
the production one hundred per cent 

The Annual report of the Board of 
Trade for the commercial year eudiug 
March 31st, 1608, is now printed ami 
ready for circulation and delivery to sub- 
scribers. It is a volume of 81 pages, em- 
bracing a full review of the leading arti- 
cles for the year, , together with Ae prices 
for three years, and the imports aud ex- 
ports fully summed up for two years. 
The articles of cotton, tobacco, whisky, 
and provisions, fully and clearly demon- 
strate tbe value and importance of this 
city iu those departments. But a limited 
number of copies were printed, and mer- 
chants, or others desiring to obtain extra 
copies, are requested to leave their orders 
at the Board of Trade rooms. 

The weather was cloudy and rather 
close this morning, but clear and very 
warm in the evening. The river is at a 
stand, with six feet water in the canal, 
and shipments light to all points.
